(2) Those who confect the shows, the commercials, and 
the advertisements which absorb millions of listeners, viewers and 
magazine readers twenty-four hours a day appear to follow the 
principle expressed by Sabina in Mr. Thornton Wilder’s The Skin 
of Our Teeth: “I don’t think the theatre is a place where people’s 
feelings ought to be hurt,” she says. (3) Her sentiment is friendly ; 
it is easy to recognize in it our inarticulate need for some cosy 
realm of the spirit where we might all be the same nice people to- 
gether. (4) Our faith in the market is sustained by a flabby version 
of our faith in democracy itself, and the taboos which surround 
the mass media, ruling out all reference to differences among us, 
whether regional or racial or religious, or even of age —for all 
grandmothers are as spry as maidens by this rule, as they sprint 
out to the backyard to hang up the wash, or pull a pie from the oven 
with an inanely brilliant grin — reveal perhaps, not only our tech- 
niques for seducing the consumer, but an element of tender demo- 
cratic delicacy. (5) But the mass media, when thus strictly limited, 
are impervious to most of the actualities of human life: they make 
that “non-conducting atmosphere” which Henry James mentioned. 
(6) Backed by the authority of our gravest industrialists, the weight 
of vast wealth, and the magic of applied science, the image of Homo 
Americanus* which flickers on a million screens and is murmured 
simultaneously into a million ears is of unbearable silliness, like the 
childishness of senility.

Una forma di accattonaggio (begging), una calamita 
sociale, quella di questi ragazzi laceri, sporchi, affamati e privi di 
qualsiasi appoggio. 

La parola “sciuscia’’, cosi pronunziata a Napoli, Roma, ecc., 
riflette l’'americano shoeshine, il quale meglio si riconosce nella 
forma in cui essa era da principio diffusa a Firenze e altrove:

“sciusciai’. Ma poiché furono i giornali di Roma i primi a denun- 
ciare la nuova calamita, é stato nella forma “sciuscia” che la parola 
si 6 rapidamente diffusa attraverso tutta la penisola, diventando 
presto sinonimo di “giovane vagabondo” e persino di “ladro’’.
